| The Diaro del Gobierno, of the 17th ult.,

| dressed by Senor Louis G, Cuevas to the two 
| chambers on the [6ta ult., reviewing the en 
| tire subject of annexation, and the conduct of 
| the American and Mexican Governments at 
elaborate length. 

Senor Cuevas begins by stating that the 
| resolution adopted by the department of Tex 

{as and the violent measures taken by the

ritory, render it imperative upon the Supreme 
| Government to explain the conduct it has ol - 
| served in favor of the preservation of peace, 
| its honor and national rights. He goes on to

H pendence of Texas, on condition of a refusal

the United States. He aflirms moreover, that

Litest from Mexico.—-We have in the New
